, Introductory Note 

This volume deals with statistics for Indian States as far as reported. 1 
As in tho previous issues, summary tables have been .inserted to show the 
total figures relating to area, the classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each State or group of Slates, and tho totals for all tho reporting 
Slates. The total number of cattle as far as reported in each of the years 
I90G-07 to 3923-24 has also been included in the general summary table (No. 1). 
-These statistics are defective for comparative purposes, as additions have boon 
made in the number of reporting States from time to time. Two charts and 
an index for easy reference have, as usual, been added to the volume. 

It should be noted that, for the reasons explained below, the agricultural 
statistics of Indian States are incomplete and are of far less accuracy than those 
of British Provinces published in Volume I. As these States comprise one- 
third of the total area of India, the importance of their statistics in the all- 
India returns can scarcely he over-estimated. 

The total area of Indian States is 4G0 million acres (719,000 square miles), 
with a population of 72 millions according to the Consus of 1921. These States 
are divided, for purposes of agricultural statistics, into two main classes, 
namely, (1) States within the jurisdiction of Local Governments and Adminis- 
trations, and (2) States having direct political relations with the Government 
of India. 

(i) Stales within the jurisdiction qf Local Governments and Administra- 
tions .— The total area of these States is 114,043,000 acres, with a population 
of 19 millions. They are dividod into tho following main groups : —

The net area actually sown in the year was thus 63,860,000 acres (d-7’8 per 
cent of the total area). This net area sown, however, excludes areas sown 
more than once in the year. If areas sown more than once (as noted below) 
are taken as separate area for each crop, the gross area sown in the year of 
report amounts to 67,323,000 acres. 

The total area irrigated in the reporting Slates during 1923-21 was • 

8.537.000 acres, as against 8,610,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this, 

2.329.000 acres were irrigated from Government canals, 939,000 acres from 
private canals, 1,321,000 acres from tanks, 2,033,000 acres from wells, and 
the remaining 1,912,000 acres from other sources of irrigation. These figures, 
however, do not take into account areas sown more than once during the 
year with the help of irrigation, but indicate the extent of land actually 
irrigated. If areas sown more than once are counted as separate area 
for each crop, the gross area of irrigated crops amounts to 9,522,000 acres, of 
which 8,651,000 acres were under food crops. 

The gross area cultivated with crops in the reporting States was, as stated 
Th«mw Percent ^bore, 67 million acres in 1923-21. The 
different classes of crops and the area 
occupied by each, so far as details are avail- 
able, t are stated in the margin. Of the 
total area sown, food crops occupied about 

19.599.000 acres or 75*3 per cent and non- 
food crops about 16,267,000 acres or 21*7 
per cent. Of the food crops, food-grains 
(cereals and pulses) occupied as much as 

16.181.000 acres, or 70*6 per cent of the 
total area sown, and other food crops (con- 
diments and spices, sugar, fruits and 
vegetables, and miscellaneous food crops 
together) covered some 3,115,000 acres, or

Rhaiyachara (Alwar) . — Villages hold a number of families, by possession without 
reference to shares. 

Jlir (Narsingarli). — Grass lands.

Chanth (Bliaratpur). — Land paying one-fourth of the rental. 

XL ah a (Tlaqa ). — An ostate or dependency, a property. 

Inam (Mysore). — ‘Wholly or partially revenue-free tenure; minoi indins are plots of 
inam lands situated in a village, whether Government or iniim. 

Tutamrdr (Gwalior, Indore, Bliaratpur). — A tenure which, though the revenue is 
assigned, is charged with a permanently fixed quit-rent. 

■ (Alwar). — A tenure which, though favourably assessed, is charged with a 

permanently fixed quit-rent. 

(Bliaratpur). — Land paying a reduced permanently fixed jama (assessment). 

•Tagir (Mysore, Gwalior, Kishangarh, Kotah, Narsingarli). — Land granted revenue-free 
on condition of military service or as a charitable endowment. 

(Indovc, Barwani). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service or 

as a charitable endowment or in recognition of good services rendered to the State. 

(Bikaner). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service or as a 

5 charitable endowment. 

(Alwar). — Assignment of land revenue, with or without, condition of military service 

and payment of commutation dues, granted in recognition of meritorions services to 
relations of the ruling chief or other high officials of tho State. 

(Kishangarh). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service either 

actually rendered or fulfilled ^y a rateable money contribution. 

Jagirdar (Jhalawar) . — Holder of jagir laud. 

Jodi (Mysore). — A whole inam village paying quit-rent to Govemmont. 

Kayamgvtla (Mysore). — A wliolo village granted by the State on fixed money-rent. 

Khaim (Gwalior, Jaipur, Bikaner, Matwar, Bliaratpur). — Land paying full revenue to the 
State. 

Khatcdari (Jhalawar). — Same ns raiyatwari. 

JlTnafi (Gwalior, Alwar, Kotah, Bliaratpur, Kishangarh). — Land granted free of revenue. 

Ont-bandi (Indoro). — Assessment of revenue calculated at a fixed mto per plough. 

Patel (Mysore) . — Village headman appointed by Government. 

Pattidari (Alwar). — Villages held by ,n number of families, by shares, ancestral or 
customary. 

Patwari (Narsingarli). — Village revenue officer or accountant. 

Raiyatwari (Bharatpur). — State area leased to cultivators for a fixed term. 

R audits (Bharatpur). — Stale grass preserves. 

Sarvawanayam (Mysore) . — An inam village, wholly revenue-free. 

Sltanbdg (Mysore). — A villago accountant appointed by Government. 

Tanka (Gwalior) . — Estate held by certain fnmilies who were in power when tho country 
was annexed and who were left in possession of their estates on paymeut of a fixed 
annual tribute, or ianko , bearing but a small proportion to tho annual assets. 

Ubari (Gwalior). — Land hold at an abatement of tho full laud revenue. 

Vdakdar (Jhalawar). — Holder of a Ubari estate. 

Watcndari (Jhalawar). — Same as Zamindari. 

Zamindari (Bharatpur) . — Estate on a fixed assessment under a deed of permanent owner- 
ship granted by the Stale. 

Zumindari-lil-ijmal (Alwar). — Villages hold jointly by a body of owners,
